And it will remain the situation 
until the Allies are able to invade 
China in a big way and open up 
a feasible supply route. 
C ontin­ 
ued A m erican air transport from

By J A M E S M A R L O W 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—(/Pl—A 
w ar veteran tem porarily out of 
a job m n get unem ploym ent pay 
from the Federal Governm ent. 
This assures him of a m inim um j 
income of $20 a w’eek for a cer­ 
tain num ber of weeks, depending j 
upon the length of his m ilitary 
service. 
The m axim um num ber 
of weeks which he can draw the 
pay is 52, 
(All states also have unem ploy­ 
m ent-pay systems. B ut w here they 
tie in with the federal program 
will be explained at the end of 
this story which, until then, deals 
only vvitll federal aid.) 
Who gets federal unem ploym ent 
pay? 
A jobless veteran w ho had 90 
days’ m ilitary service since Sept. 
16. 1940, and was honorably dis­ 
charged. 
If he was discharged 
before serving 90 days because of 
a 
service-incurred disability 
he 
is credited with 90. 
W here does he apply for the 
pay? 
He applies at the n earest U. S. 
Em ploym ent Service office or at 
the local-state or county-unem - 
ployment office. 
W hat’s the tune limit? 
The unem ploym ent m ust have 
stated within two years after dis­ 
charge from the arm ed services, 
o r within two years after the end 
of the war, w hichever is later. 
For how m any w eeks can a v et­ 
eran d raw federal unem ploym ent 
pay? 
For each of his first three m onths 
(90) days of service, he is allow ­ 
ed 8 w eeks’ unem ploym ent pay or 
a total of 24 w eeks for his first 
three 
months 
of service. 
This 
means, of course, th at he must 
have been unem ployed all of those 
24 weeks in order to draw that 
much pay. 
If h e’s jobless only 
one week, then he gets only one 
w eek’s pay. 
But for every m onth of service, 
after those first three months, he 
is allowed one m o n th ’s pay. 
S up­ 
pose a veteran 
had 
served four 
m onths. 
Then for the first three 
months he would be entitled to 
24 w eeks’ pay but for the fourth 
m onth only one m o n th ’s pay, or a 
total of 28 weeks. 
What are the rules? 
A completely unem ployed veter­ 
an gets $20 a week. 
If partly em ­ 
ployed. he gets the difference b e­ 
tween his wage and the weekly 
allowance, plus $3. 
F or example: 
He earns $10. 
S ubtract 
the 
am ount mentioned above from the 
$10. 
T hat leaves $7. 
Then su b ­ 
tract the $7 from the $20. 
T hat 
leaves $13. 
His 
unem ploym ent 
pay then would be $13. 
Thus his 
total w eekly 
income 
would be 
$23. 
A self-employed veteran whose 
net earnings are less than $100 
a m onth can get this com pensation,
